Pacific Railway purposes," is hereby am- 
ended 80 as to road as follows: — 

From and after the passing of this Act 
there shall bu, and there is hereby granted 
to tho Dominion government, for the pur- 
pose of constructing and to aid in the 
coiistrnction of tho portion of tho Can- 
adian Pacilic Railway on tho mainland of 
British Columbia, in trust, to bu apjiro- 
priated as the Durainion Kovornmeut may

bia w ith t he Caiiaditiii r.iei(ic railway, tuiw 
under construction on the east of llu: 
Rocky Mountains. 

3. There is hereby granted to tho Do- 
miiiion government, for the purpose of 
constructing;, and to aid in the constrtic- 
tiou of a railway between Esiiuiinalt and 
Nanidmo, and in friist to be appropriated 
as they may deem lulvisablo (but save :is 
is hereinafter e.Kcoptod) all that piece or 
parcel of land situate in Vancouver Is- 
land, described as fidlowed: —

4. There is e.Tcepted out of the tract of 
land granted by tlie preceding section all 
that portion thereof lying to tho north- 
ward of a line running east and west li.ill 
way between the mouth of the Courte- 
nay River (Comox District) and Seymour 
Narrows. 

5. Provided always that the govern- 
ment of Canada shall be entitled out of

27. The saiil KH(piimalt and Nanaimo 
railway company shall be bound by any 
contract (jr agreement fiu' the coiistrnction 
of tho railway from Esquimalt to Nanai- 
mo which shall bo entered into by and 
between tho persons so to be incorporat- 
ed as aforesaid, ami IJer Majesty, repro- 
.-enled by the ininistor of railways and 
canals, shall be untitlwd to the full 
boiiufit of such Contract or agroonioiit, 
which shall be construed und operate in 
like manner as if such company had been 
a I'lirty thereto in lieu of such persons, 
and the document had been duly executed 
by such company under tliuir corpcn-ate 
.seal. 

28. Tho railways to be constructed by 
tho company in pursuance of this act shall 
ho the property of the company. 

2!) The act of 1883, chapter 14, intit- 
uK tl "Ao .\ct relating to the Island Rail- 
way, the t; raving Dock, and the Railway 
liSiula of till' I'lMviuce," is hereby repeal- 
od.

PETITION.S. 

Mr. Orr — From rosidenta of the lower 
mainland for a stage road to Somahmoo. 

Mr. Dingwall presented a petition from 
residents of Coniox againat the Settle- 
ment Bill. Ordered printed. 

.A petition signed by residents of Xa - 
iiaimo against the Sottlcmeiit Bill, pre- 
aentod by Mr. Raybould, was read. 
Ordered printed. 

llKTtm.VS. 

Mr. Ben von moved for a relurn showing 
the naniea of all peraon.-j who, during the 
present year, have made claim to land with- 
■4i;;tho origin.'.l r.iil way reserve on Van- 
iiguver Island"; the names of those whose 
claims havo been recognized by tho hon. 
the chief oommiaaiouor of lands and 
works and tho nature, extent, and local- 
ity of the claims so rocogni/.ed. Carried. 

Mr. Beavon moved furcopiea of all unpub- 
lished correspondence during the year, re- 
ferring to, or any ofl'nr or cininuinication 
made to the provincial goveriunent, or 
any of its members, respecting the con- 
struction of tho Island Railway or tho 
Esquimau Graving Dock. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that tho resolu- 
tion went too far. It askinl that any 
oQ'ers to build the Island railway be sub- 
mitted. The only otier received liy the 
goverumoiit was one from a gentleman in 
this city and was marked "confidential. ' 
.Several communications were also marked 
"coiifidoutial. " It seemed strange that 
conuuunicatidn.-) beariiiL; on matters uo 
important and of a |Hil)lic nature should 
bo marked contidential ; but he (.Mr. 
Smithe) did not now consider them as 
confidential. The gentluniaii in this city 
had riHpumted that ho lay his oiler before 
Sir Alexander Campbell. He (Mr. 
Smithe) had pointed out that it waa 
marked "confidential" and ho could not 
do so. The gentleman then withdrew ihe 
conlidential stipulation and at his re(iuesi 
tho oU'ur was laid before Sir .-Mexander 
Campbell. Ho made this oxiilatmtiou so 
that whon the papers came down and it 
was seen they were marked ' 'confidential , ' 
it would be understood that conSdence 
had not been broken and that tho restric- 
tion had been removed by the writer hiin- 
sol. 

The resolution was carried. 

Mr. Beaven moved for ^ copies of 
all unpublished .orders in council, 
correspondence, telegrama, or com- 
munications botwooii the provincial 
government or any of its nieiuber.s, and 
tho Domini(ui govi-riiinunt or any of its 
inember.i, or the Moii. .!. Triit(_li, U. 
M. tl ., roaiiecting the lands lr,in.->l<-|-icd 
to the Dominion irovernmcnt in trust l(u- 
railway purposes, the Island Hailw.iy, the 
Esquimau Oravin" Dock, or tho statute 
of last session, 40 Vic. , chap. l-l. intituled 
"An .Act ndatiiig to the Island Railwpy, 
the(!raviiig Uoek, and the railway laiid.s 
of the province." CarriLnl. 

Mr. Duck moved for a statement 
containing tiie name and place of resi- 
dence of each person dying within the 
province since the 20th July, 1871, and 
who at the time of their death wi^re pos- 
sessed (if any iieraoiial oi' real properly 
from which the goV(M ninent have derived 
any nn-eiuie in the form of probate duly, 
the nature and value of such i)roperty,aiid 
the amount recoived in each case. 

The hou. mover said no statement of 
tho kind had ever been made. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said some titne would 
be required before the return could bo 
supplied. Probate duty was not payable 
aa to rnale.?tato . 'J'lie ynvennneiit w(jiild 
do all in their power to lay tho relurna 
before tho house during the aussion. If 
that wore not possible they would be 
bound with the SKsaiunal papers. 

The resolution waa ciirriecl. 

Mr. Duck moved a statotneiit contain- 
ing the naniea and places of residence of 
all persons who have died intestate in tho 
province since the 20th .July, 1871, who, 
at tho time of their death, were poasesaed 
of any personal or real property, tho na- 
ture and value of the property of each 
such person, how and by whom adminis- 
tered, tho cost of administering audi pro- 
perty, and the final diapoaition of the 
same. 

Mr. Duck asCed permissions to alter the 
date from 20ih July, 1871, to since the 31st 
December, 1850. 

Hon. Jlr. Davie said that much of the 
information naked for had been already 
supplied to tho house in ISTiS and he sug- 
gested that the words "except in so far as 
they have boon already laid before the 
house," he added. Ho also suggested 
that the roturna should not be asked for 
since 1882. There were al.-to" intos 
tale estates that do imt [la.ia lluoiigh the 
hands of the registrar at all. 

Mr. Boaven moved a verbal insertion 
which was ai'cojited .iiid the reaulutiun 
as corrected was passed. 

Mr. Duck niovod that the government 
bo requested to send down to this hoiiso 
all letters, papers and correapondoiice or 
copies thereof in cuniiection with tlu^ (lis 
missal at. the end of .-Vugusl last of aassist- 
anl gaoler Rugers at Victoria. Carried. 
5i;i'ri.i;.MK.sT lULi.. 

Hon. Mr.Smithe introduced tho Sottle- 
iiient Act, which was read a first time and 
placed on tho orders for Monday next for 
aecuiid rording, 

Mr, Heaven craved for a week's delay, 
as there waa no necessity for haste. 

Hon. Mr.Smithe said lliat the bill need 
not uecessarily be taken up on Monday 
even if put on the orders for that day . 
The bill waa not a new one. It was bo- 
fore the house last session and only two 
c'auses were now materially altered The 
other alterations were merely verbal and 
could be comju'ehcnded in live inlnulea. 
.\11 returns of ccrrcspondenco and the 
contract would, if possible, be placed be- 
fore tho members before tho house would 
be asked to consider tho bill. 

Jlr. Armstrong asked that Wednesday 
he fixed for the second reading. 

Hon. Mr. Sniithu agreed to Wednes- 
day.

Hon. Mr. Robaon laid before the hou.^e 
a statement of the public accountK for the 
year ending 30lh J line, 18K3. .\lsii,iiaper.i 
relating to the disallowance of certain 
acta. 

- CHINESE IM.MIORATION. 
Hon. Mr. Davie niovod the house into 
committee for tho piirpo.-^e of con.-.ideniig 
tlio question of Chineao immigration. The 
lion. moved suid that every member had 
pledged to do all in his power to arrest the 
Chineac evil. Tho British North Ameri- 
ca Act gave the exclusive power to deal 
with this matter to the Dominion parlia- 
ment. Every measure passed by this 
house on the subject had been disallowed 
at Ottawa and he for ouo did not yield to 
any member of the house in a desire to 
chock Chinese imniigralion. It waa a 
great OTil, and there were many Ghinc'-.e 
here who could nol find ein[)loymont and 
crime was dovelojiing at an ahirnuiig ex- 
tent. Wo had nothing to gain fr(Hii that 
race in roligioii, morality or acioncc. Tho 
Dominion Oovarnmaiit would take no 



steps unless wa contiuueil to draw their 
iittention of tho Dominion Oovornnient to 
this question. The meiubers for this pro- 
vinco at Ottawa had dime all in tluiir pow- 
er to further the matter and in in jviiig 
the house into committee he chuught that 
the matter ahould be referred to a |eleut 
committee to draft an address. 

Hon. lEr. Robaon said ho.believed that 
ho was the first member to bring this 
matter to the notice of the housj;. The 
question waa an old one, but there waa 
never a time in tho hiatury of this pro- 
vince whon it was so burning a question 
us now. He waa informed that :iOOO or 
4000 Chinamen, who had been disinisaed 
from the r.iilway works, had burrowed 
caves in the earth near TilUni creek and 
were endeavoring to subsist on nothing; 
luinibeis were wading in the creeks pick- 
ing up dead salinoii and eating them. 
These men would not starve if they could 
gain a subaiatance by stealing or murder 
ing. Murders had already begun on the 
Mainland, and ho aaked the house to con- 
sider what would be the etl'oct if some- 
thing was not done before the spring. The 
Dominion Covernineiit sluuild either find 
means of transportation for these men out 
of the country or should support tliom. 
What could the settlors do; what could 
the provincial government do under thoso 
circuuiataiices N\'e must protect our 
sotllei's and we must ask the Dominion 
(iovernmont to take care of the Chiiia- 
uicn now in the country and prevent 
others fr(mi ciuning. The leader of tlu^ 
opposition had said that this governmout 
had not dune its duty in the matter; hut 
t he leader of the oppo-iition had .•-Ht on 
the floor of this huusn since cniifedera- 
tion; he had bet;n :i iiuuiiber of several 
governments and \\ hat had be ilone / 
(Hear.) The time lor practical acliuu in 
iliiaiualter was when the railway con- 
tract was about to be let by the Domin- 
ion I Invernuient. -At that lime evory- 
thing w.is ti[io fiu- action, and so earnest | 
was the contractor to avoid the necessity 
of emidoying Ciiineae labor that be made 
an otl'or to the D(Uninion Covernnieiit l.i - 
bring out white labor. If wu had had a 
government at that time in power who 
were earnest in the matter this evil might . 
havo been stopped. But so little in earn- ' 
est wore tlioy tliat .Sir John Macdunald ' 
was nol aware that there wn; any com 
plaint against Chiiuisi' In liritisb Colum- 
bia at all (hear). There would have been 
no necessity to have referred to this mat- 
ter now if tho lato g u-erninont had doiio i 
its duty (hear). Uh maintained that wo ' 
should not only make reproaentationa to I 
the Dominion (lovernnieut, but session I 
after session that we shduld )jass a mea- 
sure doaling with the ipiestion. Austr.dia 
did that and the Imperial ( iovornmeul 
at last allowed tho Auatralian legialation | 
to stand. Ho favored the adoption of | 
this plan (chuers). i 

Air, Heaven approved of the motion. ; 
ilu said that Sir J hii Macdonald had: 
iieen misiiifdrmod as In the Chinese (luea- 
tioii here. The legislitnre should imi 
only take action, but jilace a claine in 
every ciuitract that ciinii! before the I 
lioiihe Mg.iiust C'hinese lal'ior. Hi.s (dijuct ' 
had nut beeiijto make a party issue of this ' 
(piestion, but to convinoa everyone of tho j 
necessity of action with regard to it. He i 
thought while the subject Waa under con- 
sideration that the house .should do what 
tho Walkum govornmout wished to do. j 
On tho 28lh February a resolution was I 
passed on the Chinoiio question by his i 
govcrnnient. In regard to the remark of 
tho provincial secretary roproaching the ; 
Walkeni goviu'iimeiu with not doing their | 
duty in this regard, when tho contract i 
for tlie C.P. R. was let; this waa lU't true 
as everything was done by jMr. Walkom i 
and his guvernineRt at the time the con- 
tract was let to Mr. Onderdonk. The ; 
neglect of this riuostion was in a great i 
measure due to tho want of united action 
among the [leoplo of the [iroviiice tlieiii ■ 
solves. He had said that tho manner in ; 
which tl:e subject was handled in the 
Speech was weak, lie would ask what . 
class of white immigratiou could be ini 
ported to work for 25 cents a day, which | 
it had been shown the Chinese could j 
work- for. He regretted tho statement 
WHS made. j 

Hon. iMr. Smithe— It waa not made. i 

Mr. lieaveii read the claiido of the | 
speoch, and argued that the remedy pr. - | 
posed was white immigration which he | 
contended was an impossibility. He ! 
thought the bias of Sir S.A. .Maeddiiuld's j 
mind was against checking Chinese iiiimi- 
griilioii and read some extiacis frmii the j 
parliamentary debates, where Sir John! 
Macdonald addressed the hnuso after Mr. 
Shakespeare. Sir John Macdonald said 
that he thought very few members know 
what tho Australian law was. This stale- 
inent was made on the 3rd Aprd, ISS.'i. 
lie contended thai Sir John A. .Macdo.-;- 
ald did not know tho stale of matters 
iMr. Hdiiier had given what seemed to liiiii 
to be tho opinidii of the legislaturi: of tlu' 
province, when a resolution . jirohibiting 
Chinese labor on local contracts was lost 
on a vote of 12 to 8. He tlnuight it re 
quired no argument to convmee the pre 
sent h'gislalive a-iseinbly of the iieeea.sity 
of united action in this matter. The Chi 
nesc had become moat numerouaand most 
wealthy, and were acquiring a hold, oven 
ill this city from which it would be dilh- 
colt to displace them, and he luqied they 
Would bi! able to induce the Douiiiiioii 
government to pass an act against their 
further immigration hero. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon said tho hon. mem- 
ber stated he had voted against a mettaurc 
excluding Chinese from private contract 
w.ii'ks.bnt he did so b(<cause he conaidcrod 
the house had no ninre right to dn so than 
they h.id to (irevcnt other private parlies 
from employing them. 

Mr. Theo. Divio said it was ralliei late 
in tho day to bring in a restrictive niea 
sure, but novertholesa hu thought this 
should now be done. Tho late gii\'ern 
iinuil by remaining in o(lii;o ho hmg, after 
they ought to have gone out, prevented 
any practical measure being brdUght up 
last session. When, however, the mat- 
ter was brought before the house there 
were no copies of the .-Viistialian act to be 
dbtained and the only gentleman that had 
any was tho lender of the opposition and 
ho said I hey were his private property, 
but the fad waa ho was indebted for tlieni 
to Mr. Noah .Shakesjieare. 

Mr. Heaven said these statementa were 
false. His copies camo from Australia 
and were sent for by hini. Mr. .Shakes- 
peare gave trim some copies afterwards. 
Tlie lion, goiitleinan h.ad spoken an uii- 
truih; he had promised to bring in a local 
aci ; li.'t him do it now. 

..Mr. Theo. Davio said the lion. Kcnlle- 
iiian had admitted the oikse against him. 
He kept what light he had to himsolf and 
nothing; was done. The B. C. membcra 
at (>; lawa brought in a roaoluti(.ui, but 
Sir John .A. iMacdmiald said ho found 
tlu: nuMubers saying one thing and tho B. 
C. legislature another. But ho (Mr.Davie) 
believed that whon the hon. gentle- 
men again wont to Ott)y|rii, backed by the 
legislature, thoy would be suconasful 
.Mr. Theo. Davio said ho relied on the 
'.t.'iih seotion lif the B. N. A. Act, and he 
still believed it waa in the province of 
this lum.so to pass such an act. Had he 
been in position to introduce such an act 
last seaaion, he had not the materiala, ow- 



ing to tho conduct of the loader of the 
opjiositioii in regard to tho.se in his posos- 
aion. He thought the Provincial Secre- 
tary was too ingenuous in admitting that 
the gover.inient might havo done soinu- 
thing more than than thoy had done and 
for himaelf he could not aoe it. 

Mr. Armstrong thought that Mr. Davie 
had been very inaccurate in tlio state- 
ments he had made relative to the impos- 
sibility of dealing with the matter last 
session, as it was well kdown there was 
ample time, and members were kept wait- 
ing doing nothing. Ho hold such a state- 
ment tu be unfair and disgraceful. In 
California they had tu fight the Chinese 
(|ueation a loiit^ time before they 
aucceuded ami il would he the same hero; 
but he tnisled it would he accomplished. 
Tho previous speaker, in |dace of abusing 
past goveriimunts, had far bettor as- 
sist tho present government in doing 
what they could. 

Mr. Raybould said in no part of the 
province was tho Chinese evil more ap- 
parent than in tho district where he ro- 
aided. During the strike at Nanaiino, it 
was not. until the Chinese wore sent into 
the mines that the people became alarm- 
ed. He hoped that any resolution adopt- 
ed would be unanimuua and that the 
motiim would havo hearty support, as he 
thought .Sir fJoliii had not shown that 
interest in ihe nutter ho ought to havo 
done. Ill rege.rd to the railway the 
Chineac were once .a iiecesaity, but they 
were not so now. In the coal mines of 
the provincis tlioro were omidoyod 353 
Chiues'e and OO^i white men. He pointed 
out the advantages which would result by 
supplaiiluig the Chinese by while men. 
lii^ was glad Id aoe some practical lueasuro 
was lo be brdUght up, which sooner or 
lallter uiust be siK'Ce.s.5ful. 

The ((Uesiion was then put and carried 
unanimously, and tho house resolved it- 
self into a committee uf the whole, Mr. 
(.Jalbraith in the chair. 

The .\ttortiey (loneral then read tho 
resolution, and tlidn;;.aL thai some might 
'hiiik that an act on the subject might be 
drafted, but he was not of that opinion. 

Hon. .M r. Draki! had alu a^s had a strong 
ppiniun on the subject, but uf late years 
the evil had iucroiised enormously, and 
hitherto the Dominion (Jovornmont had 
treated their representations with silence. 
Our white popul.it ion waa iiicroasliig day 
by day, and s(i were the Chinese. There 
must not only bo uiiinu in the house, but 
among tho p0(Ji)lo ihemsolvos. Much 
evil had boon diuie by tho talk of thoso 
who had visited ua speaking %f Chiiioae 
as a uROoasity. He was in favor of an act 
being introduced into this house to slunv 
they weio in earnest and this would 
stronglerii tho hands of their representa- 
tives at Ottawa (hoar hoar). 

Mr. John was glad tho government 
were moving in thia important matter. 
Tho Ohinose wuro absorbing every branch 
of business. They were making suits of 
clothes, fdr iiistaiico, tor .^!8. This was 
unjual td ihe white population and if the 
Dooiiniou go\-eriiineiil refused to ileal 
with the maltor thoy must lake it into 
their u\si\ hands. This was a crying ovil, 
and the government of Canada should be 
informed that aimuiUiiivg luuat be done. 

Mr. Tliuo. Davie wished to amend tho 
resolution. 

The cliairinau said this had boon done 
by Mr. Drake by a iumv clause to be 
inserted instructing tho atloriioy -general 
to prepare tho draught of an acton tho 
subject for tho approval of tho house in 
addition to the resolution. 

Mr. Jolin nranl hopod tho matter 
would be dealt with in tho most poaitivo 
iniinnor. In a convor.satiou which he 
had with some of tho railway engin- 
eers they had not expreaaed themselves 
favorably as regarded the economy of 
Chinese labor. 

The Provincial Secretary said thatChi- 
wam labor on tho r.ailway ^vas only a mat- 
ter of necessity, and the Contractor him- 
self waa not in favdr ,.f il. He held that 
tho introductiiui of white labor was a very 
effective remedy, and if we had a good 
class of that labor even now it would be 
ell'ective. Whatever acti(jn they took it 
ought to be unanimous and strong, l^vi u 
if iiieniber.s Ml Olt.iiva did uiako a iniatako 
in regard lo thi.i (lueslioii wo ought to 
.-end .-lUeh a represeii tatiou lo Ottasva as 
would correct il. Ho believed wo ought 
to pass a local act here and if thu Domin- 
iun declined to act the province ought to 
be alhjwed the same [iriviloge as in .-Vus- 
tralia (hear, hoar). 

Mr. Heaven said there was nothing new 
in the resdlutiiui before the house as for- 
mer govcrumonla had doiio tho saniu 
thing. Ho himsidf had inlroducud such 
a resolution on the 2(iih Fubruary aecond- 
ed by Mr. Duck, asking for an act on the 
subject in accirdance with thu U. S. re- 
strict imi Law. .A iniserablo attack had 
been inadi; on him in connection with tho 
matter liy Mr. Davie. He wa.i, however, 
anxious that this dubate should bo un- 
animous. Perhaps there were causes for 
irritation arising out of it to the hon- 
(jrable gentleman as atlocting some of his 
■di.mts.' 

IJdii. .Mr. Smithe regretted that any 
bitterness sliuuld have arisen and deprtf- 
cated any such waste of time. His hon. 
friend Mr. Davio had some reason to feel 
biiter, and ho did not agree with thu 
loader of the iipposilidii thai cupie.s of the 
Aii.stralian act were dllered to members of 
the house for he Cduld inu gel one him- 
self. He wauled il In bi! uii(li;ratooiI what 
was the object of this amenduiont, which 
he iiiteiidod to support. A previous at- 
torney general had taken the position 
that llu! Ionise lia'l a right to impose u tax 
dii Chinese and did so ; but the supreme 
ciuu'l set aside the act and the local gov- 
ernment did not ajqieul agaiiiat tho do- 
cisioii of that cdurt. If thoy had done so 
Sir Jidiii .Macdonald could not have said 
he had not heard of any complaint agninat 
the Cliineao from British Columbia. He 
hoped that the resolulion of the attorney 
general and the amendnuuit of the presi- 
deiil df the council would be paased, not 
that he thought that he had the power to 
pass a bill; but because he believed that 
that was the only way to bring the mat- 
tor to the notice of tho Ottrwa govern- 
ment. (Cheers.) 

Mr. 1. Davie said he )iad not imputed 
inil.ua.iper notices t'.i the leader of the op- 
position; but he did claim that nothing 
hud boon accompliahcd by tho lato gov 
criiniont. Tho loader of the opposition 
had said that lie(Mr. Davie) did not want 
his clioiita (the Chine.ie) driven out of thu 
country; but tho laivyers took money 
from the (jhiiiesu which othorwiao would 
be taken out of llio country, (laughter 
and oheors.) Ho bolievod this matter to 
be within the province of thia legislature 
and tho previous governmenthadfailed in 
their duty in not aiipoaliug from tho do- 
cision of ."^Ir. .luaiice Cray. .-Vnothor tri- 
bunal might liiivo come to n ditl'orent 
opinion. Not even waa an attempt made 
to carry the ipiestion before the appellate 
court hero and tho then attorney general 
did not aiipeiir before Mr. Juattce Gray 
to arguo the question at all. A restric- 
tivu act alruild be passed. Tho hon. gen- 
tieniau deprecated tho use of gross par- 
aoiialitiea and hoped tho resolution and 
amenduiont would bo passed. 

Hon. Mr. Davio suggejlad tho na'f " 
of MMBta., Drake, Beaven, ThiJ/'- 
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Cowan, Duck, Raybould, A. E. B. Davio 
and Orr us a select couniiittee. 

Hon. Mr. Smith called on hon. mcu- 
bers tu deal with the queatinu temper- 
ately and without a display of party fcel- 
>»gi 

Mr. MoLeeaeaaid he hoped the action 
of the house would be effective, and ho 
wanted to see Yale represented on the 
committee, and suggested Mr. Semliu'a 
name. 

Mr. Senilin said no portion of the pro- 
vince was more intorostod than V.ilo in 
the passage of a roatrictivo measure. Hu \ 
recognized the vital necessity of govern- ' 
ment aupervisinn. He had hi ard that thu ! 
do.^tituto Chinese had refused to ■■eporl at 
Tiltoii creek, and that hundreds of the 
Chinese were canqiing ahuig Thompson 
river. It was a .slarlliiig stale of all'ai n. '. 
Tho Dominion t.<uveriiiiieiit liaii a mount- ' 
ed police force in the northwest, but they \ 
instated en throwing into thia country a ! 
dangerous element and still gave us no | 
protection (hear). He would nuivo that ' 
Mr. Martin's name and imt his own bo i 
placed on the coiiiinitu.e. Carried. ' 

The roaciliilion was then passed.

A deputation of ladies and goiitleiiieu 
ropresonting the W. C. T. U., tho Good 
Templars and the Blue Ribbon Club wait- 
ed u[ioii tho mayor and council at the city 
hall last evoning by apnointmeiit in rofer- 
eiice to a pclilioii forwarded by them to 
the council requesting a more rigid en 
forcomonlof the laws roguliiting the li<|iior 
traffic, etc. Mr. 0. A. t^argisun, who 
acted as spokesman, reiul the petition, and 
had scarcely conclud . d when Mr. C. 
Gewon entered tho bail, whereupon lii.-j 
worship asked him if he was a member of 
the nine Hibboii Club. .Mr. Goweti aaid 
he ttiia not, but had boon invited by a 
councillor to be [uesent and tliooglu he 
liad'a right to be there. Couii. Vigolius 
arose and aaid that iMr. Gowon hud for 
many years been a councillor-and although 
it was not he who had invited him ho 
would like to see him remain. Conn. 
Roberts said that as the rule had been de- 
parted from he would mention lhat Mr. 
Sargison had introduced post olllcers of 
the iisaociation and ho thought by tho 
same rule imd couiicilhu'.s should bo al- 
lowed to be present. Thu miitlor tlieu 
dropped. After, Mr. Sargison had spoken 
at aoiiie length the mayor replieil tluit 
while rccogiiii'.iiig tho exisleiice df tho 
evils mentioned yet with many of thorn 
tho council had no power to deal. Mr. 
Sargison rejoined that if the council r( - 
cogni/ed the ovila as ."iiich they sliould 
strain every nerve to [)rociire the power. 
'IMic oiganizatioiia had not as yet iliought 
of aiiproaching the legislature on tho sub 
ject, but they would doubtluaa uventually 
do so. He thought the city ahould have 
a better not of incorporation.
